(Experimental Farms Note) 

Much can be accomplished toward 
the production of healthy litters by 
keeping the brood sows in healthy 
condition by providing suitable feeds, 
comfortable shelter, and ‘ exercise. 
Constipation has a very harmful ef- 
fect_on both the sow andjitter and 
care’ must be taken to prevent this 
condition -if healthy litters are to be 
expected. The addition of bran is 
helpful in corecting constipation and 
it also tends to increase the milk 
flow. Exercise is an important aid 
in keeping the sows in good health. 
Feeding, potassium iodide to brood 
sows during the winter months pro- 
vides good insurance against weak or 
hajriess litters. 

Young pigs make their most econ- 
omical gains during the suckling: peri- 
iod and for this reason it is advisable 
to feed the nursing sow well to en-

A debate on a resolution moved by 
George H. Webster, Liberal leades. 
asking that wheat pool trust funds 
be invested in order to provide agri- 
cultural scholarships at the Albertay 
University aroused considerable de- 
bate. 


Mr. Webster attacked the expendi- 
tures from this fund from year to 
year in no measured tones. He de- 


clared that far too much had been 
spent on traveling expenseyand that 
none of the money had been used in 
the interests of agriculture. He quot- 
ed figures showing that large sums 
had been paid to various co-operative 
associations. It was a wrong _princi- 
ple, he declared, to make grants to 
associations which were losing mon- 
ey in order that they might compete 
against men who had been successful 
in building up big business of their 
own. 

Mr. Webster was warmly support- 
ed by H. J. Montgomery, Liberal, We- 
taskiwin, and Hector Lang, Liberal, 
Medicine Hat. 

The Liberals also received support 
from the Conservative benches, D. 
M. Duggan, leader, expressing hearti- 
est sympathy with the resolution. 

Premier Brownlee strongly defend- 
ed expenditures from the fund, urg- 
ing that money spent for co-opera- 
tion was of the greatest value to the 
agriculture of this province. Hon. 
George Hoadley, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, also defended the trustees. Hoa. 
Perren Baker agreed with the idea 
of more scholarships, but did not see 
that. this particular fund should be 
used to supply them. , 

Premier Brownlee suggested that 
the resolution might obtain stronger 
support if the scholarships. were to 
be provided at provincial schools of 
agriculture instead of at the Uni- 
versity.

W. R. Howson, Liberal, agreed that 
the Premier could always give 
correct information because he had 
it, but the opposition could not get 
that information and then they were 
accused by Hon. O. L. McPherson of 
giving out half truths. He resented 
that suggestion from the Minister as 
a veiled insult. 

Mr. Howson was called to order by 
the Speaker who said he could not 
make use of the word insult or insult- 
ing. Mr. Howson withdrew “veiled 
insult” and substituted “veiled sug- 
gestion.”

CARE AND FEEDING 
OF SPRING LITTERS 


(Experimental Farms Note) 
Much can be accomplished toward 
the production of healthy litters by 
keeping the brood sows in healthy 
condition by providing. suitable feeds, 
comfortable shelter, and exercise.

care: “must be taken to prevent this 
condition if healthy litters are to be 
expected. The addition of bran is 
helpful. in corecting constipation and 
it also tends to increase the milk 
flow. Exercise is an important aid 
in keeping the sows in good health. 
Feeding, potassium iodide to brood 
sows during the winter months pro- 
vides good insurance against weak or 
hairless litters. 

Young pigs make their most econ- 
omical gains during the suckling: peri- 
iod and for this reason it is advisable 
to feed the nursing sow well to en- 
able her to properly nourish the lit- 
ter. The critical time in the life of 
the market hog is during the wean- 
ing period. Pigs that are thrifty fol- 
lowing the weaning period make more 
economical use of feed consumed, 
and develop more rapidly than those 
that are weaned on unsuitable ra- 
tions and receive a_ set-back. The 
change from sow’s milk to a meal ra- 
tion is an abrupt change even under 
the best of conditions. Supplying 
suitable feeds during this period re- 
duces the shock of such a change to

Sifting the hulls from 
oat and barley chop is helpful during 
the first few weeks after weaning. On 
account of their rapidity of growth 
young pigs require an ample supply 
of nourishment, and due to their re- 
latively small stomachs,,; the feed 
must be easily digested, supplied reg- 
ularly and at shorter intervals than 
is usually the practice with older 
pigs. The supplying of suitable feeds 
and necessary care at this stage of 
the young pigs growth has a greater 
bearing on the economical produc- 
tion of pork than at any other stage 
in the development of the market 


increased the 
gain by seven per cent over’ those 
fed the meal ration only. All pigs 
used in the first test were fed meal 
only for ten weeks after the con- 
clusion of the weaning test. At the 
end of ten weeks, the pigs fed meal 
only during the weaning period av- 
eraged 104 pounds, those fed tank- 
age during the weaning period 121 
pounds, and those fed milk during 
the weaning period 131 pounds.

WHEAT AND. INCREASED 


A very important factor in 
world wheat situation which is fre- 
quently overlooked by the 
public is the yearly increase in 
world’s population. While undoubt- 
edly there has been a slowing down 
yof the ratio of increase of population 
as compared with previous figures, 
the record for the ten-year period 
from 1920-30 shows that the yearly 
increase is 1,625,000. That means 
that in the year 1930 there were 16,- 
250,000 more people to be fed than 
in the year 1920. Based on the esti- 
mate of Mr. Sanford Evans, a Win- 
nipeg statistician, of 244 bushels of 
wheat annual per capita consump- 
tion, in 1930 the world required 40,- 
625,000 bushels of wheat more than 
it did in, 1920. 

The steady increase in the world 
population has been outdone by the 
increase in wheat acreage. For the 
33 years up until 1930 the world’s 
wheat acreage on the average in- 
creased between 2,000,000 and 3,- 
000,000 acres per year.

The supper hour! It is the time of 
a lull in the wheels of industry, in the 
doings of by-way shops, in offices 
where the business of nations is 
transacted, in the homely plowing of 
tich soil by those who stay their 
work and make their way across 
fields at the. sound of the supper 
| bell. Everyone is ready for food and 
rest. 

To insure a restful, quiet and thor- 
oughly enjoyable supper hour, work 
must be organized so that there will 
be few difficulties in the food and in 
the serving. A worried, nervous wife 
who gives alibis for a wilted salad 
and a scorched roast or who is always 
nagging her children, is a poor con- 
versationalist for the man who has 
been in business wrangles all during 
the day. He needs good food and com- 
forting words. ‘This means home co- 
operation and necessarily entails fore- 
thought on the part of the housewife. 

When late afternoon hours are to 
be spent away from home, there 
should ibe some previous preparation 
for the evening meal. Or meals 
should be. planned so that they can 
{be prepared quickly. 

A quickly. prepared dinner: Toma- 
to juice cocktail, baked whitefish 
(Spencer method), stuffed baked po- 
tatoes, mixed green salad, whole 
wheat bread, butter, baked apples 
filled with raisins, cheese, caffeine-

It must not 
be put into the oven until fifteen te 
twenty minutes before serving time 
however. The table should then be 
set and serving dishes laid out, some 
to be warmed and some to be chill- 
ed. 

If all the vegetables are crisp and 
cold it will” take no time at all to 
make the salad. It is best mixed at’ 
the last minute or even at the table. 
The cream pitcher may be filled and 
placed in the refrigerator; the lamon 
sliced and the butter cut. 

The apples will be done before the 
Potatoes. Remove them and place on 
top of the oven or in the warming 
oven. Baked apples should be served 
either very hot or very cold, not luke- 
warm. As there is not sufficient time 
to chill them for this meal, they 
should be kept hot. 

When the potatoes are almost 
done, heat some milk and butter for 
mashing the potatoes. Remove pota- 
toes. from oven. increase the heat 
and put in the fish. This same tem- 
perature oven may be used to brown 
the potatoes after they have been 
stuffed. While the fish is cooking 
the last minute touches can be put 
on the meal.

Cut fish into serving pieces. Dip 
in salted milk, using 1 tablespoon of 
salt for each cup of. milk. Bvaporat- 
ed milk may be used.

THE ROLE OF SEEDS IN 
CARRYING PLANT DISEASES 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

From the standpoint of yield and 
quality, the health of seed is a mat- 
ter of great importance entering in- 
to the successful production of agri- 
cultural crops. Because of seed- 
borne parasites the crop may be a 
failure, notwithstanding the influence 
of such factors as nutrition, moisture, 
temperature and the chemical reac- 
tion of the soil. 


It is customary to regard a seed as 
a@ specialized body containing the 
embryo plant which, under favorable 
conditions, is capable of growth and 
development into a normal plant. 
However, in appreciating this. im- 
portant provision of Nature we over- 
look the fact that seeds may carry 
and spread germs which cause plant 
disease epidemics, properly referred 
to as epiphytotics. 

There are a number of known 
ways in which parasitic organisms or 
pathogens ‘become associated with 
seeds. Srgot of wheat and rye for 
example is composed of a hardened 
have 
developed within the seed to form 
the well-known black sclerotia. In 
the case of tomato wilt and certain 
smut diseases the spores or other 
reproductive stages of the fungus ad- 
here to the surface of the seed. Bac- 
teria, also, may contaminate the suf- 
face of seeds or they may be lodged 
under the seedcoat. 

It is difficult to estimate the econ- 
omic importance of seed-borne dis- 
eases, yet statistics show that this 
agency alone accounts for enormous 
losses. By consulting the latest plant 
disease survey report of the Division 
of Botany, Ottawa, we find that in 
the year 1930 the losses due to smut 
diseases of wheat in Western Canada 
for the three months ending October 
31, were as follows:

‘Compared with 1929 there: was a 
marked increase in losses from bunt 
or stinking smut in Hard Red Spring 
Wheat. Botanically speaking, pota< 
to tubers are not seeds but they may 
be designated as such when used in 
propagation so that the diseases, 
transmitted through the agency of 
seed tubers may be logically classi- 
fied as seed-borne. The extent to 
which diseases in this class affect 
the production of potatoes may be 
illustrated by figures contained in 
the 1930 report of the Dominion of 
Canada Seed Potato Inspection Ser- 
vice.

We can easily make our vegetable 
garden just as interesting in the mat- 
ter of variety as that portion of our 


domain devoted to flowers. From the ; 


production standpoint too, we can 
greatly increase its capacity over the 
old type of a few rows of potatoes, 
carrots and corn, which is a very im- 
portant factor in these days of re- 
duced incomes. If we remember that 
there are at least fifty distinctive 
kinds of vegetables which may easily 
be grown in Canada, that our clim- 
ate consisting of long hours of sun- 
shine and cool nights, produces qual- 
ity unexcelled elsewhere and that we 
may plant from early spring until the 
first week in July, we will have mas- 
tered all the necessary essentials. We 
must get away from the old idea of 
setting one day aside for the plant 
ing of the vegetable garden. The 
more we space our planting: by the 
use of several sowings, ten days 
apart, of the same seed, and early, 
medium and late varieties, the more 
Wwe spread our harvesting season 
over the whole year. Indeed, with a 
few vegetables in storage and, possi- 
bly, a hot bed and growing mush- 
rooms and rhubarb in the cellar, 
there is no reason in the world why 
we should not enjoy Canadian vege- 
tables throughout the entire twelve 
months. For convenience sake we 
have listed in the next paragraph the 
latest list of approved varieties in 
the better known vegetables.

In addition to the regular climbers, 
supported on trellis or wire, it is 
quite possible to develop satisfactory, 
upright garden screens in front of 
fences, garages, stables or any other 
object. Evergreens will give us a 
permanent screen regardless of the 
season, or we can plant any of the 
wellkncwn shrubs such as Honey- 
suckle, Lilac, Spirea or Barberry. In 


| 


views, these will form a background 
for the flower beds, and a snug re- 
treat .for feathered songsters. Some 
of them like the barberry produce 
fruit attractive to the birds, and that 
adds bright color after the leaves 
have fallen. Of annual material we 
have an extensive list at our dispos- 
al. We may use Hollyhocks or Dah- 
lias, which will reach a height of 
from four to six feet. The ornamental 
Sunflowers are also good, while there 
are many bushy annuals like Four 
O'clock, African Marigold, Nicotine, 
Castor Bean, which will make a 
sereen from two to five feet high by 
August. In the climbing line we have 
Dutchman’s Pipe and Clematis, which 
are very suitable perennial plants for 
screening verandahs, the-Boston Ivy 
and Virginia Creeper for covering 
walls, and many beautiful climbing 
and semi-climbing roses. Of the an- 
nual climbers we may use rapid 
growing Hops, Scarlet Runner and 
Wild Cucumber. The latter is a very 
Hyacinth Bean, Morning Glories and 
rank growing plant and is inclined to 
spread indiscriminately.

tional excess. But the true year is 
only 365 days, 5 hours, 48 minutes 
and 45.51 seconds, so in the course of 
time the Julian calendar based on & 
year some 11 minutes too long, be- 
came more and more inaccurate. To 
correct this, Pope Gregory in 1852 
caused 10 days to be dropped from 
the calendar and also modified the 
rule for leap years by omitting the 
extra day from the ending year of 
each century except those exactly 
divisible by 400. — 

Thus the year. 1600 was a leap 
year, while the' years 1700, 1800 and 
1900 were: not; ,2000 will be a leap 
year, and so on. Even with this cor- 
rection there will be. an error of one 
day in 3323 years, a discrepancy 
hardly great enough to worry about. 

One disadvantage of leap year is 
that persons ‘born on “February 29th 
have a real birthday anniversary 
only once in four years—if that is a 
disadvantage. Based on the law of 
averages, only one person in about 
1,461 would be fhus handicapped.
